665 1886-S MS60 ANACS. Well struck with bright, some¬ 
what glossy surfaces that are lightly abraded, for the grade, 
and have slight amounts of peripheral toning on each side.

666 1887 MS64 PCGS, rich orange patina consumes much of the 
obverse, lustrous, not fully struck in the centers; and an 1887

VG10, an X is deeply pinscratched in the field beneath the 
chin, this slate-gray piece is glossy from a mild cleaning. (Total: 2

682 1889-CC VG10 ANACS. A worn but untroubled battleship-pay 
example of this coveted key date Carson City Morgan Dollar.

Boldly struck, if slightly weak above Liberty’s 
ear, with untoned surfaces that are satiny, fully lustrous, and very 
slightly marked on both sides. A small milling mark, on Liberty s 
jaw, is the only singular distraction. An attractive, high end near-

1890 MS64 PCGS. Light gold color visits this lustrous and attrac¬ 
tively preserved Choice Morgan Dollar. Not fully struck in the 
centers.(#7196) 

1890 MS64 PCGS. Gentle apricot hues pace the obverse of this 
lustrous and nicely struck near-Gem, while the reverse is essen¬ 
tially brilliant.(#7196) 

1890-CC Tail Bar AU Details, Improperly Cleaned, NCS. VAM- 
4. A Top 100 Variety. An unnaturally prooflike example of the 
popular “Tail Bar” VAM, named for a prominent mint-made die 
gouge beneath the left edge of the eagle’s tail. Only light wear is 
present on this faintly hairlined stone-gray Carson City Dollar. A 
cluster of pinscratches is noted above the M in UNUM.(#87198) 

1890-CC MS61 NGC. Well struck and lustrous, with light golden 
toning and a mildly marked obverse. A rather severe abrasion, 
between the wreath and the peripheral lettering, on the left side 
of the reverse, restricts the grade of the piece.(#7198) 

1890-CC MS62 NGC. Well struck with creamy coloration and 
flashy cartwheel luster in the fields. Two or three small milling 
marks, near the reverse center, and some wispy slide marks on

1891- S MS64 NGC. Lustrous and well struck (except above the 
ear), with semi-reflective fields and a coating of mixed pastel 
orange and dove-gray toning over both sides. A few minor abra¬ 
sions, in the lower reverse fields, prevent the Gem grade assess- 
ment.(#7210) 

1892 MS63 PCGS. Lustrous and brilliant with a clean reverse 
and a typical strike. A scarce issue. Encapsulated in a green label 
holder.(#7212) 

1892- CC XF45 PCGS. The silver-gray surfaces are still slightly 
lustrous, and reveal a few light to moderate abrasions, especially 
on the reverse.(#7214) 

1892-CC—Cleaned, Retoned-ANACS. Unc Details, Net AU55. 
Consistent milk-gray color blankets this subdued tough date Car- 
son City Dollar. The luster is better on the reverse than on the 
obverse.(#7214) 
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708 1892-0 MS63 ICG. Softly defined in the centers, as is custom¬ 
ary for the issue, although the remainder of the design is well 
rendered by the dies. Untoned, shimmering, and refreshingly 
unblemished.(#7216) 

709 1893—Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF45. A lightly 
cleaned better date Silver Dollar with light golden-brown borders 
and dull gray color on the obverse center.(#7220) 

710 1893-CC XF45 ANACS. Soft grayish-pink patina runs over each 
side. The design features are well defined, save for softness in the 
hair over Liberty’s ear and on the eagle’s breast.(#7222) 

711 1893-0 XF45 PCGS. Glimpses of luster emerge from pro¬ 
tected elements of this lightly circulated and low mintage New 
Orleans Dollar. Chestnut color is faint and limited to the mar- 
gins.(#7224) 

712 1894—Cleaned—ANACS. XF Details, Net VF30. Bright from a 
mild cleaning, glimpses of luster are particularly prevalent on the 
reverse. A few small marks on the cheek, but this slate-gray key

Softly struck over the centers, with pleas¬ 
ant mild rim toning on both sides, traces of circulation wear, 
some light blemishes in the fields, and a moderate reeding mark 
on Liberty’s cheek.

715 1895-S—Damaged—ANACS. VF Details, Net Fine 12. The dam¬ 
age that ANACS refers to is probably a set of rim dings that are 
apparent on each side of the piece. Deep brown-gray toning blan¬ 
kets both obverse and reverse, and the surfaces are appropriately 
worn, for the assigned grade level. A handful of minor contact 
marks are evident on the obverse.(#7238)

720 1898-0 MS64 PCGS. Brilliant with nearly flawless satin-like sur¬ 
faces. Softly struck in the centers.(#7254) 

721 189843 MS65 PCGS. A lustrous and essentially brilliant Gem, 
the reverse is gorgeously preserved, and the obverse is also quite 
clean. In an old green label holder.(#7254) 

722 1898-0 MS66 NGC. A brilliant and beautiful premium Gem. 
The centers are not completely brought up, but the strike is 
much better than a typical New Orleans Dollar from the nineties. 
Struck from moderately rotated dies.(#7254) 

723 1898-0 MS64 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS. The bright, 
moderately reflective fields establish a cameo-like effect with the 
central devices. A few light marks on Liberty’s cheek and the 
eagle’s breast limit the grade of this New Orleans mint Morgan 
dollar.(#97255) 

724 1898-0 MS64 Deep Mirror Proof like PCGS. Golden-brown 
borders frame the brilliant centers. The fields of this boldly 
struck Choice New Orleans Dollar provide imposing reflectiv- 

ity.(#97255) 

725 1898S MS63 NGC. Gently toned in chestnut hues, this scarcer 
date Dollar displays potent semi-prooflike luster and has a good 
strike. Light marks on the cheek decide the grade.(#7256)

pleasing near-Gem provides potent luster and undisturbed fields. 
Among the lowest mintage Philadelphia issues. In a prior genera¬

A mildly prooflike example with faint 
gold color and relatively clean surfaces. All S-mint Dollars from

Bright surfaces are nearly untoned, and 
display just a few minute scattered marks.(#7288) 

748 1904-0 MS65 PCGS. Faint tan color visits the centers of this 
lustrous and nicely struck Gem. Outstanding from a technical 
viewpoint, this older holder example has inconspicuous strike- 
thrus on the chin and behind the eagle’s head.(#7292) 

749 1904-0 MS65 ICG. Freckles of orange color invigorate the mar¬ 
gins, and wisps of pearl-gray toning cross the obverse center. A 
sharply struck Gem with a mildly prooflike reverse.(#7292) 

750 1904-0 MS64 Deep Mirror Prooflike NGC. Pur¬ 
ple-rose and dark-green toning adorns the peripher¬ 
ies, while the deeply reflective fields are crisscrossed, 
on both obverse and reverse, by numerous wispy die 
striations (as struck.) A few minor marks restrict the grade.

756 1921 MS62 PCGS. Typically struck with some light toning out¬ 
side the central devices

757 1921 MS64 NGC. A particularly attractive example of this first 
year issue. Some lightly mottled harvest-gold overtones add a 
lovely dimension to this piece which is free of singularly notable 
distractions.(#7356) 

758 1922 MS65 NGC. Medium aquamarine and cream-gray colors 
swirl about this intricately struck common date Gem. A few mod¬ 
erate marks are noted on the lower wing.(#7357) 

759 1922-D MS65 PCGS. A virtually brilliant, sharply struck, and 
thoroughly lustrous Gem. The cheek is essentially pristine. A 
beautiful representative of the inaugural Denver Mint issue of the 
type.(#7358) 

760 1922-S MS64 NGC. Speckled olive and russet color adorns the 
obverse and reverse borders. Lustrous and minimally abraded, 
the piece displays somewhat weak striking details on the eagle, 
but seems very Gemlike otherwise. This common date Peace Dol¬ 
lar is a noteworthy condition rarity at or above the MS65 level of

1923 MS63 NGC. VAM-ID, Top 50 Variety. The latest edition 
of the VAM book assigns the rarity as R-6. This is the so-called

Highly lustrous with bright, matte-like, snow- 
white surfaces that reveal (using magnification) some wispy slide 
marks on Liberty’s cheek, and a few minor contact marks on the 
upper left portion of the reverse.(#7364) 

1925 MS65 PCGS, a lustrous apricot-gold Gem, one small mark 
near the mouth prevents a higher grade, in a green label holder; 
and a 1935 MS64 NGC, well struck, lustrous, bright gold color, 
powder-blue color along the lower left obverse border. (Total: 2 
Coins)(#7365) 

1926 MS65 PCGS. Sky-blue and chestnut hues embrace this 
shimmering and nearly unmarked Gem. The cheek is especially 
clean. Certified in a green label holder.(#7367) 

1926- S MS64 PCGS. Brilliant and reasonably struck, the portrait 
is especially free from contact. The obverse die is notable for 
unusually heavy polish lines in the left field, as produced and 
perhaps from an attempt to remove clash marks.(#7369) 

1927 MS63 ANACS. Crisply struck, lustrous, and only faintly 
toned, this available date Silver Dollar is pleasing for the desig¬ 
nated grade. A mint-made strike-thru is west of the date.(#7370) 

1927 MS64 NGC. Lustrous near Gem example with attractive 
surfaces beset by only the lightest wispy abrasions.(#7 370) 

1927- D MS63 NGC. Well struck and lustrous, with lightly toned 
surfaces that exhibit very minor scuffiness, on each side.(#7371) 

1928- Counting Wheel Damage—ANACS. Unc Details, Net 
AU50. A patch of hairlines on the upper left reverse field is 
deemed to have been caused by a mechanical coin counter. This 
nicely struck key date Peace Dollar has a clean cheek, sweeping 
luster, and chestnut and powder-blue toning.(#7373) 

1928—Cleaned—ANACS. Unc Details, Net AU55. Patches of 
wispy hairlines appear in the left fields and across the date, and 
faint slide marks are present on the portrait. Good luster, light 
tan toning, and a bold strike provide an attractive appearance to 
the unaided eye.(#7373) 

1928 AU55 ANACS. Both sides are untoned, with creamy light- 
gray color, subdued satin luster, and smooth, lightly abraded sur¬ 
faces that are minimally worn and have a few faint hairlines. An 
excellent AU example that is sure to please.(#7373) 

1928 AU58 ANACS. Bright and lustrous, with untoned surfaces 
that show a trace of wear just above Liberty’s forehead, numerous 
small hairlines on each side, and a single noteworthy abrasion, in

1928-S—Doubled Die Obverse-MS63 ANACS. VAM-3. A Hot 
50 Variety. The designer’s monogram and IN GOD WE TRUST 
are die doubled.

1934 MS65 NGC. Well struck and essentially untoned, with 
softly frosted luster and a minimal number of small contact 
marks on the carefully preserved surfaces. Extremely scarce any

1934-D MS64 PCGS. Small D. Glimpses of tan-brown color visit 
this highly lustrous and boldly struck near-Gem. The devices are 
unblemished, and the eye appeal is irrefutable.(#7376) 

1935 MS64 NGC. Highly attractive, lustrous example possessed 
of a typical strike and just some scattered light abrasions.(#7378) 

1935 MS65 NGC. Attractive powdery blue surfaces with a 
few spots of russet. A well preserved Gem with nice eye 
appeal.(#7378) 
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779 1935 MS65 PCGS. This honey-tinged Gem has pleasing luster 
and a penetrating strike. An impressive example or this final year 
issue.(#7378) 

780 1935-S MS64 NGC. Well struck and untoned, with pleasingly 
lustrous alabaster-white surfaces that show a few grade-limiting 
abrasions on the reverse, and on the back of Liberty’s cap. An 
attractive near-Gem.(#7379) 

781 1935-S MS64 PCGS. Four rays beneath ONE. Light honey and 
steel-blue color. A nicely struck and fully lustrous near-Gem, 
refreshingly clean for the MS64 level.(#7379) 


SUSAN B. ANTHONY DOLLARS 

782 A Group of MS66 NGC Susan B. Anthony Dollars. The dates 
include: (3) 1979-S; (1) 1980-Pi (1) 1980-D; (5) 1980-S; (5) 1981- 
Pi and (5) 1981-D. The 1981-dated Dollars are low mintage and 
were issued only in Mint Sets. Most pieces are lightly to moder¬ 
ately toned. The strikes range from typical to good, the later dated 
pieces are generally well preserved. CTotal: 20 Coins)(#9573) 

783 A Group of MS65 NGC Susan B. Anthony Dollars. The dates 
include: (2) 1980-D; (7) 1980-S; (10) 1981-P; and (4) 1981-D. 
The 1981-dated pieces are low mintage since they were origi¬ 
nally offered only via Mint Sets. A reasonably struck and lustrous 
grouping. The l980-dated examples are moderately toned. (Total: 
23 Coins)(#9575) 


GOLD DOLLARS 

784 1851-C—Tooled, Cleaned-ANACS. AU Details, Net XF40. 
Variety 5-E. Lightly hairlined and a bit bright, a change of color 
is noted across the date and denomination. A mintage above 
40,000 pieces makes the 1851-C a more available C-mint Gold 
Dollar, but it is nonetheless far scarcer than its Philadelphia Mint 
counterpart, which had a production of more than 3.3 million 
pieces.(#7514) 

785 1854 Type Two AU55 ANACS. The design elements reveal nice 
definition, and the the minimally abraded surfaces take on a 
honey-gold color.(#7531) 

786 1855—Scratched—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF45. A nearly 
vertical pinscratch is noted between the A and R in DOLLAR. 
Considerable luster outlines the wreath and fills the legends. The 
dies are clashed, as usual for the scarce Type Two.(#7532) 

787 1855 AU55 NGC. Second year of this short-lived, three year 
type. Typically struck from clashed dies, and weak on 185, with 
muted luster, and pale straw-gold color. Hairlines are evident in 
the obverse and reverse fields, and there is noticeable wear on 
Liberty’s hair and crown.(#7532) 

788 1857 MS60 ANACS. Quite dull and lackluster overall, the 
grade-limiting factor. Some noticeable die clashing is seen on the 
reverse.(#7544) 

789 1862—Scratched—ANACS. Unc Details, Net AU50. Mostly lus¬ 
trous, a noticeable diagonal scratch is seen on the reverse.(#7560) 

790 1868 AU55 ANACS. Fully detailed with numerous hairlines 
in the semi-prooflike fields, a small handling mark on the 
reverse, just to the left of the date, and no obvious wear on 
any of the highpoints. The 1868 is a much more challeng¬ 
ing issue than its mintage of 10,500 pieces might indicate. 
From The Stig Ericsson Collection^#! 567) 

791 1889 MS62 PCGS. Generally well struck, though the RT of 
LIBERTY does not show. The bright surfaces are yellow-gold, 
and reveal a few minute marks on Liberty’s cheek and in the left 
obverse field. Final year of issue for the denomination and always 
a popular choice for type purposes.(#7590) 


CLASSIC QUARTER EAGLES 

792 1834 Classic-Cleaned-ANACS. AU Details, Net XF40. McClo- 

skey-C, Breen-6140, Large Head, R.3. The obverse is thickly hair- 
lined and unnaturally bright, while the reverse has a more attrac¬ 
tive appearance. Not fully struck in the centers, but the devices 
show little indication of wear.(#7692) 


793 1834 Classic—Damaged, Bent, Cleaned-ANACS. Unc Details, 
Net XF45. McCloskey-C Breen-6140, Large Head, R.3. Crisply 
struck for the type, this piece has wispy slide marks on the reverse 
field and a faint scrape near the chin. The damage includes a bag- 
mark behind the mouth, a small dig on the reverse at 6 o’clock, 
a pinscratch beneath the date, and intermittent roughness and 
flattening on the rims.(#7692) 

794 1836 Block 8-Cleaned-ANACS. AU Details, Net XF40. 
McCloskey-B, Head of 1834, Breen-6142, R.3. Straw-gold in color, 
this bold Classic Quarter Eagle has been whizzed to simulate an 
Uncirculated appearance.(#97694) 


LIBERTY QUARTER EAGLES 

795 1840-0 VF35 ANACS. Ample hints of glowing luster suggest a 
higher grade, but the strike is soft in the centers and the obverse 
field is moderately abraded. Just 33,580 pieces were struck, 
and survivors of this small production are elusive across all

796 1842-0 VF20 PCGS. The 1842-0 is one of the scarcest Quarter 
Eagles from the standpoint of condition rarity. While this is 
certainly a lower grade example, it is not that much less than 
the average condition for the issue, which Akers computed as 
VF27.

Lovely mint-green and red-gold toning cov¬ 
ers each side of this well struck example. Minor wear seems 
evident on the design’s highest points, and there are numer¬ 
ous wispy hairlines evident in the obverse and reverse fields.

799 1847 XF45 ANACS. A scarce and underrated coin that is less 
available than its mintage of 29,814 pieces would suggest. Seldom 
seen above the VF level.

This scarce 
date Quarter Eagle has much luster and little wear, but the fields 
display patches of hairlines.

A lustrous peach-gold piece, sharply struck 
save for a few letters in LIBERTY. Only lightly marked for the 
grade.(#7763) 

802 1852 MS62 NGC. Well struck, except for softness in the eagle’s 
right leg. A few minor marks are noted on the obverse, and each 
side shows yellow-gold color.(#7763) 

803 1853—Scratched, Cleaned-ANACS AU Details, Net XF40, 
peach-gold surfaces display fine hairlines, and a pinscratch runs 
from Liberty’s neck through the cheek, and another scratch 
occurs below STA of STATES; 1911 XF45 PCGS, peach- 
gold surfaces reveal tinges of light green; and a 1914-D AU58 
PCGS, orange-gold surfaces display nice residual luster. (Total: 3 
Coins)(#7767) 

804 1871—Scratched, Cleaned-ANACS. AU Details, Net XF40. 
This sharply struck low mintage Quarter Eagle is a bit bright, 
and has a pair of noticeable pinscratches on the cheek. A third 
pinscratch is in the hair under the coronet. Just 5,320 pieces were 
produced.(#7813) 

805 1876—Polished—ANACS. AU Details, Net VF30. This rare date 
Quarter Eagle displays little if any highpoint wear, but is hair- 
lined and glossy. A scant 4,176 pieces were struck.(#7824) 

806 1877-S AU55 PCGS. A richly detailed straw-gold piece 
with extensive luster and no obtrusive marks, lust 35,400 
pieces were struck. Certified in a green label holder. 
Ex: Stack’s, 1/95, lot 1169, which realized $413. 
From The Stig Ericsson Q)llection.(#7827) 
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807 1888 MS62 NGC. Though 1888 saw an increase from the paltry 
mintages of Quarter Eagles in the 1880s, only slightly more than 
16,000 coins were produced in this year. The present example is 
very attractive, faintly pink-golden example with some light wispi- 
ness but no particular distractions.(#7840) 

808 1903-Reverse Damaged-ANACS. Unc Details, Net MS60. The 
obverse has the appearance of a Gem, but unluckily, the reverse 
possesses numerous tiny ticks and a concealed mark on the 
eagle’s neck. Suitable for a framed gold type set.(#7855) 

809 1903 MS60 ANACS. Well struck and lustrous, with a couple of 
faint luster breaks, in the field areas, and a moderate abrasion, in 
the right reverse field, that restrict the grade.(#7855) 

810 1905 MS62 PCGS. Well struck and moderately prooflike, this 
older holder example displays rich lemon color. A diagonal 
pinscratch across rhe cheek to the rim at 10 o’clock decides the 

grade.(#7857) 

811 1905 MS62 Prooflike NGC. Presumably struck from fresh dies, 
this pinpoint-sharp Gem has equally reflective fields and only 
moderate slide marks. Population: 1 in 62 Prooflike, 1 finer 
(6/05).(#77857) 

812 1906 MS62 PCGS. A shimmering lemon-gold type coin, well 
struck and less marked than is typical for the grade. Encapsulated 
in a green label holder.(#7858) 

813 1907 MS62 PCGS. This canary-gold final year Liberty Quarter 
Eagle displays bright cartwheel luster, and the only noticeable 
mark is just above the eagle’s neck. In a former generation hold- 
er.(#7859) 

INDIAN QUARTER EAGLES 

814 1908 MS61 ANACS. This lovely introductory year type coin has 
pleasing sheen from the smooth canary-gold surfaces. Crisply 
struck, and void of singularly relevant marks.(#7939) 

815 1909 MS62 NGC. A lovely canary-gold type coin that features 
a bold strike and pleasing luster. A single mark on the L in LIB¬ 
ERTY denies a decidedly finer grade.(#7940) 

816 1910 MS62 NGC. A lustrous and nicely struck apricot-gold 
example. The initial appearance is of a higher grade, but a couple 
of unobtrusive obverse marks are revealed by a thorough evalua- 
tion.(#7941) 

817 1913 MS62 NGC. Boldly struck and satiny, with pleasing even 
coloration and nicely preserved surfaces that only show a few 
small nicks. The luster is somewhat weak, and limits the grade of 
the piece.(#7945) 

818 1914-D MS61 NGC. Lustrous with some noticeable abrasions 
on the reverse. Stacking friction has also occurred on each 
side.(#7947) 

819 1914-D MS62 PCGS. This luminous honey-gold Quarter Eagle 
is undisturbed except for a curved mark in the field beneath the 
chin. Portions of the headdress are indifferently struck, although 
the devices are generally crisp.(#7947) 

820 1929—Scratched—ANACS. Unc Details, Net AU50. A notice¬ 
able scratch is seen over the Indian’s headdress. Affordable 
example.(#7953) 

821 1929 MS62 NGC. Honey-gold surfaces display well struck devic¬ 
es, and some minute marks on the Indian’s cheek. A small dark 
spot is noted in the center of the headdress.(#7953) 

822 1929 MS62 NGC. The design elements are well struck, and the 
surfaces display a peach-gold patination. Some minute marks are 
visible on the Indian’s cheek.(#7953) 


CLASSIC HALF EAGLES 

823 1836—Cleaned—ANACS. XF Details, Net VF20. Breen-6510, 

Third Head, McCloskey 3-C, R.2. Typically worn for the grade, 
with a few minor pinscratches and small abrasions on each side 
of the coin. Faint hairlines testify to an improper cleaning, at 
some point in the past.(#8174) 


LIBERTY HALF EAGLES 

1846-0—Scratched Reverse, Cleaned—ANACS. XF Details, 
Net VF30. Several noticeable scratches are seen on the reverse, 
and each side now exhibits a dull, subdued appearance from the

1854-0 AU Details, Scratched, NCS. This bold and partly 
lustrous better date No Motto Half Eagle has several bright pin- 
scratches and a couple of scrapes on each side. A scant 46,000 
pieces were struck.(#8259) 

1862—Damaged, Cleaned—ANACS. Fine Details, Net VG8. A 
coarsely hairlined rare date Half Eagle that has a few noticeable 
marks on the right reverse. In terms of wear, sharper than Fine, 
but the devices are indifferently struck. Just 4,430 pieces were 
struck, a vast difference from the prior year’s production of near¬ 
ly 700,000 coins. The Civil War removed gold coins from circula¬

The strike is sharper at the borders 
than in the centers, but the mint luster is somewhat subdued 
and muted.

1880- CC—Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF40. There 
are numerous hairlines on both sides from a cleaning that also 
gave the coin a washed-out appearance. A couple of minor abra¬ 
sions are noted on the reverse as well; however, the coin retains 
a decent appearance overall. The 1880-CC is scarce as compared 
to other issues in the Half Eagle series, but is one of the more 
common CC-mint issues. This example will present an afford¬ 
able opportunity for a bargain hunter concerned more with 
price and the amount of detail remaining than with technical

1881- CC—Scratched, Cleaned—ANACS. XF Details, Net VF20. 

A lateral scratch is seen from Liberty’s chin into the left obverse 
field. The ‘81-CC is a very scarce, seldom encountered date in the

1886-S MS62 NGC. Appealing orange-golden color with nice 
underlying luster and relatively minor imperfections for the 
grade.(#8370) 

1888-S AU50 NGC. Evenly worn across the highpoints of the 
design, with a slight degree of mint luster remaining and attractive 
light orange-gold toning over both sides. A few faint hairlines and 
small contact marks are apparent on obverse and reverse alike. 
From The Stig Ericsson Collection. (#837 3) 

1893-CC VF25 NGC. A golden-brown representative of the final 
CC-mint issue, a better date since the mintage was just 60,000 
pieces. The wings and shield display substantial definition for the 
grade.(#8384) 

1893-S MS62 PCGS. A lustrous orange-gold Half Eagle, nicely 
struck but limited in grade by a few marks near Liberty’s chin. 
A scarcer date at the MS62 level. Certified in an old green label 
holder. (#8386) 

1900 MS62 PCGS. This original peach-gold type coin is housed 
in a green label holder and is kept from a higher grade by unob¬ 
trusive marks on the cheek.(#8400) 

1900-S MS62 PCGS. An intricately struck and lustrous orange- 
gold piece. Certified in a green label holder, this Half Eagle has 
several moderate marks near Liberty’s chin.(#8401) 

1901 MS62 PCGS. A bright lemon-gold older holder Lib¬ 
erty Half Eagle with uncommonly clean fields that give the initial 
impression of a finer grade. A wispy pinscratch beneath the chin 
and a mark on the upper right shield are noted.(#8402) 

1905-S MS62 NGC. FS-006.5. The mintmark is very widely 
repunched. A lustrous light golden-brown example, crisply struck 
and clean for the assigned grade. A scarce date, and an underap¬ 
preciated variety. Population: 31 in 62, 37 finer (6/05).(#8412) 

1907 MS63 NGC. This lustrous penultimate date Liberty Half 
Eagle has a good strike and a clean reverse. A small strike-thru in 
the field near the eagle’s beak has toned in plum hues.(#8416) 
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INDIAN HALF EAGLES 

839 1908-S XF45 NGC. Wheat-gold surfaces display nice residual 
detail, and a few minor marks scattered about.(#8512) 

840 1909-D MS62 NGC. Sharply struck with lustrous orange-gold 
surfaces. An excellent type coin.(#8514) 

841 1909-D MS62 PCGS. This well struck Indian Five exhibits radi¬ 
ant lemon-gold color and a penetrating strike. Moderately marked 
fields decide the grade.(#8514) 

842 1910-S AU58 NGC. Greenish-gold surfaces display splashes of 
apricot and gold, and retain decent luster.(#8519) 

843 1911 AU58 NGC. Bright honey-gold surfaces are relatively clean, 
and display sharply struck design elements.(#8520) 

844 1911-S AU58 NGC. Orange-gold surfaces retain nice luster, and 
are devoid of significant contact marks.(#8522) 

845 1912-S AU53 NGC. Honey-gold patina is imbued with traces 
of light green. A few minor marks are located on the Indian’s 
eheek.(#8524) 

846 1913 MS61 NGC. Adequately struck, with honey-gold surfaces 
that display a few light handling marks on the open exposed

847 1913 MS62 PCGS. Well struck and fully lustrous, with a few

849 1914-D MS62 ANACS. Nicely struck, with honey-gold surfaces

850 1914-S AU55 NGC. Bright yellow-gold surfaces display well 
defined motifs, though the eagle s left shoulder is a tad 
weak.(#8529)

851 1853—Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF45. A nicely 
struck yellow-gold example. Wispy hairlines appear in the left 
obverse field when viewed from unusual angles.

852 1854-0 Small Date-Cleaned-ANACS. AU Details, Net XF40. 

A cleaned and somewhat glossy example of this scarce No Motto 
issue, which shares a mintage of only 52,500 pieces with the

853 1855—Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details, Net AU50. Lustrous for 
the net grade, this piece is lightly hairlined on the reverse and 
moderately hairlined on the obverse. A few stars are flat, but the 
strike is sharp for the No Motto type.(#8616) 

854 1856 XF45 ANACS. A slightly better P-mint with consid¬ 
erable mint luster remaining about the devices. A few scat¬ 
tered contact marks are noticeable on each side of the coin.

855 1879-S AU58 PCGS. Well detailed on both sides, with some 
faint hairlines in the semi-prooflike fields, and splashes of dark 
red-orange toning on both sides of the coin.

Any file 
marks that may be on the rims are very faint. A few hairlines are 
noted beneath the date.

858 1881 MS61 NGC. Exceedingly bright, frosty luster illu¬ 
minates the well struck surfaces, that exhibit rich red- 
orange and yellow-gold coloration on both sides.
